positive assertion of tbe rebel papers am 
leaders, a few weeks since, that before th 
last of this moiilb tbe federals would b 
driven back to Mnrfreeaboro, and all EBB 
Tec nesses again." overrun bj rebel hordes 
we are still here and enjoying ouraelve 
quite well, in defiance of those threats an 
boasta. 


A few days ago tbe rebel Major Alexan 


der took four 24-pounder rifles on to tin 
crest of Lookout Mountain. The rebel 
were in great glee then. They were going 
to blow the batteries here ont of existenc 
in an bour. They would drive Hooker ou 
of Lookout Mountain Valley,' in a trice 
Chattanooga waa to be shelled, all the fede 
ral troops driven out,and another great rebe 
victory won before winter came along with 
bis storms of rain, sleet and snow,'making 
the rebel bones ache with cold. Those 
guns threw a few shell into Chattanooga 
quite a number at us here, and & great 
many at Gen. Hooker's men y bu.t fiUcb 
firing you never saw. There.was not any 
accuracy in either range or time. Some ol 
the shells fell abort, some went over, some 
on one aide, and iome on the otber.side ol 
the batteries and camps aimed at, while 
many burst before they were two seconds 
out of the guns. Those large gum were 
too far above tbe objects fired at to be 
effective. They have not been used for the 
last four days, and deserters say they have 
been removed. Unless they have been try. 
ing to deceive us about the accuracy o 
their fire, tbe guns on the crest of Loo 
out Mountain are useless to them. 


Deserters continue to flock in here ever 


day. They report the rebel army fallin 
back on .Atlanta, Qa., for winter quarter 
They say the rebels were very much su 
prised and chagrined when Oen. Hooke 
moved up Lookout Valley. Some said 
was a move of Grant's to cover a retreat t 
Nashville, while others maintained it was 
only the first move of some deep game o 
war which Grant was about to force Brag 
into. 


On the night of tbe 17th instant th 


rebels tried to play a little sharp game on 
us. They moved a battery up to the mout 
of Chickamauga creek, and at daylight on 
the 18th began to shell one of our regi 
ments which guards tbe ford there. Fo 
a short time they shelled away as thong! 
the existence of the whole confederacy de 
pended on them. But when the 2d Min 
neaota battery once got range ou the reb 
els, they soon left for some more healthy 
portion of the south. We lost one man 
but owing to the thick fog could not tel 
the rebel loss, but presume it was no more 


The rebel papers received here complain 


very bitterly because Bragg doea not Attack 
and drive us out of here at once. They 
claim that he has been out generated here, 
and the fruits of Chickamauga are lost to 
them. If one can credit what they say wo 
are not the only ones in this war who have 
generals able to commit blunders, or 
with sagacity enough to allow a victory to 
«lip through their fingers. Well, they may 
cry as much as they please now, because 
the golden opportunity for them to gain 
Chattanooga has passed long ago. The 
time when » direct assault on this place 
would have stood one chance in a hundred 
of success, was tbe day we arrived bore 
weary and worn out with the terrible bat- 
tles of the 19th and 20th of October. This 
place was very poorly fortified at that time. 
The very much dreaded rebel fortification!) 
were in a great degree mere myths. Bat 
now the case is far.jdifferent. 
Every hill 


around this place now bristles with cannon, 
and is crowned with a strong fort. The 
level plain between our lines aud the rebel 
linns has been stripped of its groves, and 
trees which would once have sheltered a 
storming party, are gone. Should the en- 
emy assault ua here now they would only 
lead their men into a slaughter pen. 


The stringency in the ration department 


has passed away, and the men are well fed 
now. This enlargement of the food de- 
partment has caused the men to feel much 
better natured, and more satisfied with the 
service than when they could not get hard 
bread for any price. 


The paymasters hRve been around here, 


and made every soldier feel joyful. Many 
a family at home will be made happy soon 
by tbe sight of some of Uncle Samuel's 
pictures. 


There are'a thousand and two riimurs of 


what we are going to do, but who can tell 
how correct those reports are? There are 
some signs of some important move soon, 
but I think I will not state what they are. 


The weather has been very fine, attd 


very much like an Indian summer for aome 
days past, but last night the rain began to 
fall again in plentiful showers. I suppose 
the roads will be almost impassable again, 
and the Tennessee be boiling like a caul- 
dr»n again In a couple of days. We will 
be compelled then to keep a good watoh 
for rebel rafts or have our bridge broken 
again. 


How ia volunteering in your place now- 


a-d»ys? Will not Wisconsin fill up her 
quota without a draft in January? If the 
men liable to do military duty could only 
see their true interests they would volun 
teer at once, and fill up our regiments. It 
matters not how strong a man may be, he 
needs about six months experience in camp 
before be is fitted for an active campaign. 


If the men needed, would come along now, 
they wouid get that experience before they 
are called on to march, but if they wait un- 
til drafted they will have little time for 
training.
